MANY ARE OVERCOME 


Three hundred patrons of the Tip Top 
inn deserted their after theater suppers 
and fied to the street late last night when 
a fire which started in a storeroom in the 
basement of the old Pullman building at 
Adams street and Michigan avenue filled 
the structure with smoke. 

Numerous persons, including fifteen 
firemen and occupants of the building, 
are reported to have been overcome by 
the smoke. All avellable ambulances 
and pulmotors were rushed to the scene. 
Five of the flrremen were taken to the 
Iroquois Memorial hospital. 

Battle Through Smoke. 

The fire for a time threatened to do se- 
rious damage, partly because of the age 
and condition of the building and partly 
because of the impetus gained by the 
flames while the firemen were vainly 
battling through dense smoke which filled 
the structure. 

Finally the blase was located in the 
storeroom of the Betsy Ross Candy com- 
pahy, which Has a shop on the Adams 
street side of the building. Whilesmash- 
ing thelr way into the storeroom tweive 
firemen were overcome. They were car- 
ried to the street by companions. 

Among the firemen overcome were 
Lieut. Thomas Anderson of engine com- 
pany 13 and Frank Higgins of engine 
company 40. 

Theatergoers Watch Fire. 

Cornelius Shea, the watchman, dis- 
covered the presence of the. fire. He 
turned in an alarm and when firemen ar- 
rived, volumes of smoke were pouring 
from the basement. Hundreds of theater- 
goers gathered in the streets and alleys 
and in Grant park and for a time hind- 
ered the firemen in their work. 

Diners in the Tip Top inn were aware 
of the fire only when the smoke entered 
through open windows and by the clang- 
ing of the fire apparatus. A panic was 
lessened by the manager, William A. 
Turner, and Miss Gertrude Kell, the cash- 
ier, who informed them of the nature of 
the fire and partly quieted them. 

Only one elevator was in operation. 
Frank Schneider, 430 Webster avenue, the 
operator, remained at his post and ran 
his car up and down, carrying it full of 
passengers at each deacent. Most of the 
occupants of the floor used the stairs and 
in a struggling masa emerged to the street. 
It is reported that several of the women 
who were dining in the restaurant fainted 
and were carried to safety by men.

German Attacks Turned Back. 

An earlier statement from the French 
ministry of war said: 

“Yesterday was marked by an attempt 
at a general offensive movement on the 
part of the Germans along the entire front 
from Nieuport to Arras, and by violent 
attacks delivered at other points of the 
line of battle. From Nieuport to the canal 
of La Bassee there were alternate move- 
ments of advance and retirement. 

“To the south of Nieuport the Ger- 
mane, who had taken possession of 
Ramseapeile, were driven out of this 
town. 

“To the south of Ypres we lost some 
points of support, Hollebecke and Zand- 
worde, but we progressed to the east of 
Ypres in the direction of Pachendasle. 

In the region of Chaulnes we advanced 
beyond Lihons and we took possession of 
Laquesnoy in the district of Santerre. 

In the region of the Aisne also we 
have made progress on the heightsof the 
right bank down stream from Solssons. 
but we were compelled to withdraw in the 
vicinity of Vailly. 

“We have advanced in the region of 
Souain, and there has been a violent en- 
gagement in the Argonne. 

“In the Woevre district we have again 
won ground in the forest of Le Pretre.”

Those fortunate 
enough to be in the vicinity of any part 
of the battlefield could observe but a 
small portion of it. The great majority 
of these were not competent observers. 


Describes Impressions of Fight. 

One skilled onlooker, who happened iz 
be in a town which the French left, and 
which was subsequently occupied by the 
Germans, and later on reoccupled by the 
French, described quite vividly his im- 
pressions. He sald the first sign of the 
proximity of the Germans was the pass- 
ing through town of French supply and 
ammunition trains bound south. These 
filled up all the parallel roads running 
south. Along with them, and tangled 
among them, were thousands of French 
refugees from the villages farther north. 

They consisted of old men, women, chil- 
dren, and boys just short of manhood. 
They were on foot, on bicycles, in wagons, 
and were ca: ry!ng every sort of household 
articles and favorite pleces of wearing 
apparel. 

They had no definite objective, but were 
simply drifting to the rear as the army 
retired. They did not seem to be in ter- 
ror, but seemed to feel hopeless. They 


| all said they were retiring because ihey 


had heard euch tales of German actions 
in towns which they occupied that the) 
were afraid to stay. 


Germans Pushed On in Night. 

During the nights the Germans still 
pushed on. The French kept some of their 
artillery in action to cover the retreat of 
their troops. The last position taken by 
the French, from which the Germans cid 
not succeed in driving them, was well be- 
cupiee by early in the morning of the Tth. 

At first the number of guns in action was 
small enough so that, though the noise 
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No intantry firing line, either of the 
French or of the Germans, could bé dis- 
tinguished, though before the artillery 
had become so intense the rattle of in- 


tire and the French again marched te 
the north, they found in many places, 
particularly in the towns, large numbers 
of German wounded. The experience of 
one good sized town which had been 
eccup:ed was probably typical of ‘that 
of many. When the French abandoned 
it probably three-fourths of the popula- 
tion, including the mayor, fied to the 
south. : 

While the last Fiench troops were 
leaving town the German artillery 
fired at them. Comparative, y little dam- 
age was done by these projectiles, how 
ever. When the fire ceased the assistant 
mayor went to the entrance of the town. 
met the Germans, and assured them that 
the French soldiers had all left. He and 
several other prominent citizens were 
taken as hostages and were kept for 
several days in tiie town hell under 
guard. 


Little Pillaging Done. 

As the French cavairy got clear of the 
town on one side the German uhlans rode 
in from the other. After them came regi- 
ment after regiment of infantry, accom- 
panted by regiments of artillery. The 
Germans began their entry in the after- 
noon. 

For the rest of that afternoon, all 
that night, and all the next day their 
troops passed through the town in one 
continuous stream. The inhabitants who 
remained reported that they were not in 
any way molested by the Germans. They 
said that the Germans paid in all cases 
for the goods that they took. supplies 
taken for the army also were paid for. 

The only pillaging was in the houses 
rt richer people who had runaway. Here 
the Germans took practically all the liquor 
they could lay their hands on, and mos’ 
of the bedclothes, apparently being both 
cold and thirsty. All the inhabitants 
united in saying thet the Germane had no 
idea of retreating until the order came. 

They left behind them between L. Sand 
2,000 wounded, and & number of drunken 
soldiers found in various wine cellars. 

Apparently everywhere over the battie- 
field of the Marne the Germans left be- 
nind them quantities of wounded. For 
ten days after the battle of the Marne 
amall bodies of German soldiers, still 
armed, and who had gotten well beyond 
their lines, or who had known nothing of 
the retreat and had been left behind, were 
found in various wooded parts in the 
southern edge of the battlefield. 

There can be no doubt that this dattle 
will take ita place in history as one of the 
most important which has ever been

Washington, D. C., Oct. 31.—[Special.] 
— While reports received in Washington 
from practically every state during the 
last week indicate that the drift in the 
congressional campaign has turned 
slightly in favor of the Republicans, they 
have not been substantial enough to de- 
mand a revision of the forecast printed 
in last Sunday's CHICAGO TRIBUNB. 

That forecast indicated a Democratic 
majority in the senate of twelve to four- 
teen and a Democratic majority in the 
house of thirty to forty. Even though 
they are claiming everything, the man- 
agers of the Republican campaign pri- 
vately admit that the Democratic major- 
ity will be in the neighborhood-of twenty- 
five. 

The Democratic managers likewise are 
making extravagant claims. In a state- 
ment tasued tonight they will not admit 
any prospect of losses, although their 
present majority over all other parties in 
the house is 147, and their plurality over 
the Republican 167. 


Democrats See Senate Victories. 
The Democrats also make bold claims 


with regard to the senatorial contests. 


They announce that New York, Illinois, 
Connecticut, Kansas, and Ohio will cer- 
talnly send Democrats to the senate in 
place of sitting Republicans. They ex- 
pect an even break in South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Utah, California. and Wis- 
consin, and they have hopes in Pennsyl- 
vania and Iowa. 

Democratic chances in New York are 
dwindling hourly, according to reports 
from that state. Gov. Glynn, up toa 
week ago, was looked upon as a sure 
winner. Today he is being pushed hard 
by District Attorney Whitman and the 


Republicans are claiming practically all 


of the congressional d:stricts upstate and 
even a few in the city of Greater New 
York. 3 


Democrats Sure of Control. 

Getting away from these extravagant 
claims, it appears that the Democrats 
will win the house by a comfortable mar- 
gin and Increase their lead in the senate 
slightly.

COOLLY TELLS STORY. 


‘Champaign, III., Oct. 81—[Special.]— 
Scott Stone; arrested in St. Louis yester- 
day after enlisting in the United States 
army under an assumed name, today con- 
-féesed that he had murdered h.s wife and 
four children at his farm home at Tolona 
near here Sept. 28. : 

1 blew up my house with ten sticks of 
dynamite and then eet fire to it,.“ Stone 
told Deputy Fire Marshais Roberts and 
Sloan, who had been sent to bring him 
back to Champaign county. 

Stones crime has few parallele in the 
criminal history of central Illinois. He is 


the son of a wealthy and respected farmer 
who refuses to delieve his gullt. 


Knew Her Only as “Lucille.” 

For the love of a girl, Lucille,“ whose 
last name he did not even know, Stone 
committed the deed. While the charred, 
mangled body of his wife still lay in the 
smoking ruina he hurried to the resort 
where Lucille was an inmate and re- 
marked boastfully: ' 

“ Now I've got the divorce I wanted.“ 

On the night of Sept. 27, Stone said, the 
family retired early after returning from 
a drive. After midnight he slipped out 
to the wheat bin, where he previously had 
Lid the dynamite, leaving his wife and 
four babies asleep in a room directly over 
the kitchen.

For a Frenchman, even though he had

Jarotzky, and a passport signed ‘by United 
States Minister Whitlock, had been taken 
from him, he was led back to the inner room.

He left out 
the vous seren before. “ fusilier,” bat Ste- 
vens says he had no difficulty in understand- 
ing that the lieutenant was trying to say, 
“Sir, in the morning you will be shot.“ The 
words made him very angry. He remem- 
bered distinctly that that was hie sole sen- 
sation. The other sensations were to come 
later. The lieutenant led him to the door- 
way opening into the courtyard. In the dim 
light he saw eight soldiers standing in the 
courtyard at present arms. 

Then he blew up. 

„This is a vile crime,” he. shouted in 
French to the lieutenant. “You are going 
to kill a man who has done nothing wrong 
and you will. not;give him a;chance for bis 
life. It is a shameful thing. It is unworthy 
ot a soldier.” = 


For answer came the words “Shut up!” 


He then ordered them to search. the pris 
The process was thorough, for it extended 
to even the cuffs of his trousers. They took 
from him his wallet, letters, penknife, button’ 
hook, pocket electric lamp, cigaret lighter. 
binoculars, and 90 francs in Belgian paper. 
A handful. of loose change in Belgian money 
went into the pockets of the soldiers. In 
that loose change were an American quarter 
and perhaps half a dozen English and French 
coins of small denominations, 

These pieces were later to be returned to 
Stevens, along with his Belgian paper money. 
He never saw any of his other belongings, 
such as his wallet, penknife, cigaret lighter, 
binoculars, and passports again. It is curi- 
ous that. his wrist watch and the pin of the 
Delta Sigma Nu, a preparatory school fra- 
ternity in Pontiac, were overlooked. His 
handkerchiéf they started to take, but re- 
turned it.

„Morning, 6 o’clock,” in German, and then 
in French, Monsieur, une bonne nuit. 

“ Sit down,“ said the soldiers. An armed 
man took his place on each side of Stevens. 
A sergeant, also armed, seated himself on a 
chair by the door. There he dozed, with his 
legs stretched out across the doorway. Eight 
soldiers lay down on the mattress with their 
guns by their sides. 

It was now 9:30 o’clock and the stage 
was set. 

Stevens’ long vigil had begun. 

From this point onward I shall give ‘his 
narratiye precisely as I took it down from 
his oon lips, because for all the purposes of 
vividness and poignancy no writing man 
could beat Stevens’ quiet style as long as he 
was speaking. 

He lay on the bed in my room, a cigaret 
between his teeth, and he told his story in a. 
dréamy monotone, without gestures aud 
without a suggestion of excitement. I sat 
at u table and wrote as rapidly as he spoke.’

Later I tried an experiment. I asked him 
to write out in the most particular detail 
certain phases of his mental struggle after 
sentence had been pronounced and the long 
night of piteous self-examination had closed 
in on him. I wanted to see what he would 
make of all that when he took a pen in hand 
and began to prick his own soul. He didn’t 
make much, it seemed to me. He grew a 
little rhapsodic and there was a kind of 
bogus profundity in the thing.

Lying on the bed and speaking without 6 
touch of self-consciousness, he was great. 
and in one part of his story he almost made 
me cry. But when he began to consider 
himself as a topic he was like an amateur 
trying to write about another man’s expe 
rience. What he wrote was sweet and grave 
and gentle (I saved the pages after he had 
thrown them away in disgust), but the cold 
went and the eting and the quiet anguish 
had gone out of it. . . 

What Stevens said made ‘Irvin Cobb get 
up from his chair and sar, God, I wonder 
if I could have gone through with that fight 
to save self-respect the way you did,” and 
he looked over at Stevens with absolute 
humility. 2 

But what Stevens wrote left you cold. 


‘The Agonizing Wait for Death. 


So here is his story as he told it off, in- 
cident by incident. 

It begins ten seconds after the over-liew! 
tenant, whom Stevens has not seen from 
that hour to this, had said in his bad French, 
Monsieur, une bonne nuit,“ and the 
sergeant, the two guards, and the eight 
soldiers had disposed themselves around the

Under ordinary condi- 
tiong I suppose two teacupfuls of raw 
brandy would have made me very sick or 
shrjeking drunk.

“It was about this time that, the lamp 
on the table in front of me being nearly 
out, a soldier brought in another. 

“After that I put my head doWn on the 
table so that I could sleep. ‘Hell,’ I said, 
there's no need of my getting myself into 
a frenzy. Maybe I slept half an hour. 

“When I awoke the idea came to me of 
trying to get away. It was 1 o'clock then 
and I suppose I thought over and worked 
over the idea till nearly 2 o'clock. In tying 
my hands behind me the soldiers had not 
passed the rope directly around my left 
wrist. Dut over the coat sleeve. 

“So I soruy and slowly worked the mus- 
cles and fingers of my hands until I had 
brought the rc pe down over the coat sleeve. 
That left a little slack in the rope, and s0, 
very, very slowly, I was able to work one 
hand free.

“Every fifteen minutes I looked at the 
clock. As 1 saw the hands marching 
around 1 became more and more deter- 
mined.

The four correspondents in my room were 
very still. Stevens reached for a glass of 
water. “Did you put the prayer into 
words?”

“Some tims later a stirring in the room 
woke me I thought it must be 6 o'clock 
and time to go. But it was only 4 and the 
men who had entered were not soldiers 
come to fetch me out, but two sappers. 
One of them carried a spade, the other an 
acetylene lamp. They lit the lamp and 
were some time adjusting it to make it 
burn properly. Then they went into the 
courtyard. I could see by the shadows the 
lamp cast through the doorway that finally 
they had set it on the ground, and from the 
sounds I heard I judged that one of them 
was working at the hard ground with the 
epade—kind of picking at the ground. 

Good God!’ I thought. ‘If that Prus- 
sun hadn't come in and sat down beside me 
I might have gotten away.’ But the thought 
didn't make me distracted. 

“The two sappers had left the door open. 
By craning my neck a little I could look 
out and gee them working. I watched them 
some time.

“To go back a little—when the hands of 
the clock pointed to half past 6 I said, *it'n 
a sure thing now,’ and for fifteen minutes 
the hand seemed to gallop. And then it 
was curioug that at a quarter to 6 they 
seemed absolutely to stop. 

“At Ove minutes to d the bugle blew. 
At that sound the guards strapped on their 
cartridge belts, opened up their guns, and 
loaded them. Their knapsacks they left 
in the room. In twe or three minutes the 
sergeant came in. 

“I took account of myself. 1 stood up. 
I slipped my left hand inte the loop, 
I stretéhed myself. I was thankful from 
my soul that my knees didn’t tremble. 
There Was hd sweat. 1 was in absolutely 
as good physical condition as I am at this. 
moment, and no more nervous. 

“I was marched out inte the gard, and 
there I saw a pile of dirt. 1 tried to make 
out whether it had come from my grave. 
I couldn't We had got half way across 
the yard when my sergeant Was stopped 
by an old color sergeant. There was talk 
between them and after it 1 Was marched 
through the gate of the yard to the aute 
of my Brussels friend, which has since dis- 
appeared utterly from my ken. I was 
placed in the auto with a guard of four 
men and a chauffeur—a guard on each side 
of me, one in front of me, and one in the 
seat with the chauffeur. 

“They unbound my hands now, and they 
did it tenderly. We rode for three-quar- 
ters of an hour, arriving at Lobbes. where I 
saw a sign over one of the shops for the 
speedy making up of mourning garments 
which you encounter so frequentiy in Bel- 
gium.

MOURNING IN

“Everywhere there were signs of recent 
battle.

It seemed to me that the mere lack of 
food would have made Stevens tremulous 
by this time, for the reader will remember 
that he had had nothing to cat since the 
night before. I said as much te the nar 
rator. be ik: 
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I thought of Gillette's ‘Secret Serv- 
and it came to me that only a love 
affair was lacking to make my 
ecene harmonize with the rest of 
for me there wag no romance in the situa- 
tion. I resented that. 

“after perhaps fifteen minutes they or- 
dered me to be taken across the road into 
an apple orchard. In the orchard was & 
platoon of German soldiers standing at pa- 
rade rest, say half a company, or sixty 
men, and my guards took me to the left of 
the platoon. 

“It was then that I first caught sicht of 
the other fellows of our party. They were 
under a guard of six men on the other side 
of the orchard. There was the inevitable 
stone wall, and I thought to myself that 
with true German thrift they had brought 
me here to turn me off with the others— 
Gerbeault, Hennebert, and black David. 1 
was wearing one of the new fashioned 
German outing shirts with what they call 
a Goethe collar, Gerbeault said afterwards 
that I made a perfect picture of a spy on 
his way to execution. In that respect at 
least I fitted in with the Gillette. scheme of 
things. 

“I did not then join my friends. We all 
stayed for some time in the orchard, listen- 
ing to the sound of cannon in the distance. 
Then I was marched out with .he platoon. 
It joined the rest of its company—the Sev- 
enth of the Thirteenth regiment—which 
had been doing general staff guard. The 
staff led the way in autos and we started 
on the march south toward the French 
border. 

“The way was hot and gusty. I began 
to feel the lack of notirishment and 1 
feared I was going to faint. I didn’t want 
to do that. I asked a guard for bread and 
water. He had none, but he very generous- 
ly offered me wine. After half an hour's 
march we halted ant I again met my kind 
English speaking German Lieutenant.

“Two other leutenants were passing on 
the other side of the road. Bvidently they 
had heard of my case.

“They gave me a whole box of choco- 
late, filed my pockets with chocolate, and 
ordered bread and jam for me. Both were 
charming men. I wish you would mention 
their names in Tus TaisunNe. One was Dr. 
August Thienemann, a scientist, of Langen- 
Strasse 26, in Munster: the other Heinrich 
Bergmann t Hufterstrasse 25, in Minster. 

They kept right With me, ordering the 
guards to fall back. To them I outlined 
my store, We marched together until 3 
o'clock. Five of six miles before Beau- 
mont A train of heavy field artillery passed 
us. All whe-saw me shook their fists at 
me, made tions across their throats, and 
ealied me pig dog’ and ‘spy,’ but my two 
eutenants were at pains to explain to of- 
Meer who passed that I was not a spy, and 
they gave two or three fellows the devil 
when they flung hard words at me. Thiene- 
mann especially fell all over himself to be 
nice to me, and when we halted at a de- 
serted farmhouse he brought me the first 
chair he could lay his hands on and gave 
me Water and cigarets before he would doe 
anything te make himself comfortable. 

“My head and my mustaeche were white 
with dust and my eyelashes so heavy with 
dust that I could hardly see He helped 
me to wash up and brought me bread and 
jam and wine. He had a silver flask of old 
brandy. There were just two drinks left. 
He poured out the larger part for me. 

Tou are being very decent to me,’ 1 
eald, ‘and I can't thank you.’ 

No! Nol’ he sald. ‘It is my duty to 
be decent.“ 

“On this stage of the march there was 
an intensely comical incident that even I 
could relish. The soldiers came to a 
schoolhouse, where they found the bass 
drum, snare drum, cymbals, horns, and 
music racks of what I suppose in happier 
times had been an energetic village band. 
Forthwith the tired marchers gave a bur- 
lesque concert and para e. They found 
straw hate and umbrellas and with these 
made a ‘march past’ that was like nothing 
so much as the antics of the clown band 
in the ciroua, Other soldiers leaned 
against the walls and trees and laughed 
untll they were gasping. 
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Verdict Delayed. 

“Some time after 2 o'clock I was ordered 
to be taken before the judge advocate gen- 
eral. I asked Dr. Thienemann if I might 
mention his name to the judge. ‘Most cer- 
tainly,’ he said. In fact, I Shall go with 
you to him.’ 

“The old judge sat in an old fashioned 
victoria with a grim looking secretary by 
his side. He was gentle, fatherly, and soft 
voiced and there was a humorous twinkle 
in hie eyes as he scrutinised me. I have 
forgotten his name, but I remember learn- 
ing that in civil life he is a very eminent 
German jurist and that in the army his 
rank is that of division commander.

“My companions were brought into the 
sitting room, together with a young officer 
who was sworn in an interpreter. He 
read our depositions—which had been taken 
down at different times by the judge advo- 
cate’s grim secretary—from German into 
French, and each of us signed his deposi- 
tion. 

Now., listen carefully, said the old 
judge; ‘these are the depositions that have 
been made against you.” 

“There were read out to us then the depo- 
sitions of a trumpeter, a sergeant, two other 
soldiers, and the pleasant spoken under- 
lieutenant and the overbearing lieutenant 
who were of the detachment which we had: 
encountered on that unfortunate Monday 
noon just outside Nivelles. Only the day be- 
fore, as a matter of fact, but how remote it 
seemed! 

“ All the depositions varied materially and 
were contradictory, but all of them united in 
contradicting the trumpeter’s, which was the 
most confused and false as to the numbers 
in our party and our conduct when we were 
arrested. At one point, when it was stated 
that our party had numbered five and that 
the fifth man had run away, I said That is 
en absolute lle.“ The grim secretary gravely 
took notes of our denials. A legal process 
in a Berlin court could not have been more 
methodically conductéd. 

“We were led out of the sitting room and 
Thienemann entered it. He must have said 
something pretty strong for us, for when he 
had rejoined us in the hall and I had asked 
him how our case was going, he said: O, I 
think it's going all right.“ adding, ‘and now 
you are to go to bed.“ 

“I asked that my belongings be returned 


to me. All I got was my money, which the 


judge returned to me, remarking as he: did 
so, ‘Are you content?” 

“*Perfectly,’ I replied. 

“A night in the café at Hestrud followed. 
French prisoners were herded there, and with 
them were three Belgian civilians who had 
been taken with revolvers on their persons. 
One of them was crying and the other two 
were trembling so that they could hardly 
control themselves. 

“One of them said to me, I have done 
nothing, but it is true that when I was taken 
I had a revolver in my pocket.” At midnight 
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“SIR, IN THE MORNING YOU WILL GE 
SHOT" 


they were led away. Their case seemed des- 
perate. The next day from the window of 
my prison in Beaumont I saw them swinging 
cheerfully along the street. They were free 
and they were laughing.

The Firing Squad Again. 

“Our food that night was a pint of soup 
for the four of us and a handful of biscuits. 

“In the morning vile coffee was served out, 
and on it we made the march back into Bel- 
gian territory and to the town of Beaumont. 
Before the march began the captain of the 
company, much less austere than he had been 
before, came to us and asked, ‘Do you want 
to march with the company instead of with 
the prisoners?’ 

Tes, we sald, ‘by all means with the 
company.’ 

“And so we started away on the last stage 
of our weary journey. We were passed by 
constant streams of German troops marching 
out of Beaumont to the front. It was nearly 
noon when we reached that town of Beau- 
mont which is the seat of Prince de Cara- 
man-Chimay, whose first wife was Clara 
Ward of Detroit. Just make a note that we 
got there about noon, for the fact later be- 
came amusing in a horrifying sort of way. 

“At Beaumont we were ordered into the 
courtyard of what seemed to me to be a con- 
vent school, and there again was the sugges- 
tive wall such as had given me so much 
cause for reflection at the gendarmerie in 
Manage and in the orchard at Chateau 
Casteau. 

“In the courtyard troops are drawn up. 
The captain of the company with which we 
had marched remarks to the concierge that 
three priests are coming. So-so, I thought, 
they are not going to turn us off without the 
last rites. 

“The queen’s photographer, an intensely 
volatile person, spent most of his time in 
bleating about the imminence of death, and 
that was beginning to get on my nerves, for 
I felt I needed all the steam I had left after 
two days of misery. So I spent most of my 
time telling the Belgian to dry up and trying 
to bear it in upon him that he was a menace 


not only to us but to himself. Along about 


this time the judge advocate appeared briefly 
upen the scene, and for the last time. There: 
is a short conference, the result of which ie 
that we are ordered to the temporary mm- 


feet square, with five tons of shells piled in 
the hallway leading to it, is empty.

Little things t 

but they meant so much, such as giving

Thursday morning twenty-seven French- 
were thrust into the room 15x15 feet. 
So we numbered thirty-one, and you can 
imagine from some of your own recent ex- 
while under surveillance what it 
was like. In the course of the morning, 
though, the Frenchmen were sent out to 
eweep the streets, and the instant the room 
was cleared of them you and McCutcheon 
and Cobb and Hansen and Lewis were 

brought in. , 

“It was that instant that the fear of deatb 
lifted from me after more than seventy-two 
hours. I felt that if the Germans had really 
Gecided to execute me they would not have 
allowed me to join a party of my country- 
men.”

I should add that, seeing us and feeling the 
long strain suddenly lift, Stevens still did 
not collapse. In truth, of the nine suspects 
in the room at that instant he was the most 
composed. The gallant Gerbeault was a bit 
heady with relief; the Belgian, a wretchedly 
sick man, Was in rather a pulpy condition, 
and of the state of brave black David no- 
body stopped to take any account. As for 


us five Americans who were newcomers in 


the prison, we were so dazed to find our- 
selves in actual imprisonment after a morn- 
ing of mere surveillance in a tavern that I 
don’t think we had made up our minds 
whether to be frightened or angry. 3 

As @ matter of fact, before we had made 
up our minds we were returned to the tav- 
ern, and so Stevens was left alone again with 
his foreign friends. 

Here are the last sentences of his nar- 
rative: ’ 

“The few minutes you men Were with us 
amid the straw cheered me immensely and I 
never realized so fully how true it is that 
misery loves company. After you left, the 
thing that was hardest to bear was the black 
looks and blistering words of the German 
private soldiers, who would stop in front of 
the windows of the prison as they passed 
along the street and look at us as if we were 
wild beasts. I could bear it no longer and 
appealed to the officer of the guard that, 
whatever we might have done, this was more 
than fair punishment. He took compassion 
on us and had the shutters of the windows 
closed. 

“In a few minutes appeared the kind 
Rosenthal of whom you wrote so apprecta- 
tively in one of your dispatches to Tus 
Trrsune, and after questioning us he turned 
to me and said: ‘But you are an American! 
Come with me.’ 4 | 

“Tt was tben that I was brought into the 
tavern where you were, and you got me a 
drink of brandy and offered me cigarets. If 
there was any time in the course of my 
troubles that I was very close to tears it 
was then. You will remember that in a few 
minutes Rosenthal took me back to prison. 
He asked me for more details of my story, 
and when I had given them I said: ‘I swear 
by all that is good that what I have told you 
is true!’ 

1 believe you,’ he replied. ‘and Tu go 
to the commandant and do the best I can 
for you.” 

“How good his best was Fou know, for in 
three-quarters of an hour I was back with 
your crowd in the tavern, and your créwd 
was my crowd.” 
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Retrospect. 

That was Thursday afternoon, Aug. 27. 
Stevens slept with us that night on the 
tavern floor. On Friday night he left with 
us and a big detachment of French and Eng- 
lish prisoners on a train bound for Aix-le- 
Chapelle. We reached Aix on Sunday morn- 
ing. Here Etevens is no longer under 
surveillance, as we all were during our drst 
four days in Aix, but he has given his word 
ef honor to the German military authorities 
mot to try to make his way out of Germany 
to Brussels until they give him permission. 
He will keep his word. Such mien do that. 

One day some of us were speaking of his 
experience as a test of character—how it 
would help a man to know himself in either 
his weakness or his strength. 

“Yes,” he said in his musing way, “I 
wouldn't take ten thousand dollars for the 
experience—but I wouldn't go through it 
again for twenty thousand.” | 

He bears no rancor and does not rail at 
the German army. Of the man who put him 
through the night of hideous torture he 
merely remarked that he would like to ‘ punch 
bis head.’ For the behavior of the German 
troops on a hostile countryside he had only 
words of praise, calling our attention to the 
fact, which we also had observed, that drivers 
of the ponderous German army wagons 
scrupulously gave the carts of the refugee 
peasants their share of the road when they 
met up with them in the neighborhood of 
Nivelles. He spoke, too, of the fact that in 
the final adjustment of his troubles he was 
subjected to no drumhead court martial of 
the spy of story books, but had the privileg: 
of a patient hearing before a great German 
jurist who was with the army to see justice 
done in just such cases as his. | 

What, then, is the explanation of the 
studied theatricalism of the dreadful night 
at Manage—the tying of the hands, the 
barring of the windows, the mock trial with- 
out the hearing of the prisoner's testimony, 
the placing of the death watch, and the ap- 
pearance of the two sappers with the spade 
and the acetylene lamp? 

Was it all a hideous practical joke, devised 
with diabolical cunning by a brutal and de- 
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ODAY the greatest geography class that 

ever existed is studying its lessons with an 

earnestness that would bring joy to the 
heart of a schoolmaster. Before the maps in 
front of the newspaper offices, in front of store 
windows where portions of atlases are displayed, 
poring over the daily records of the advances 
and retreats of the European armies are thou- 
sands of students of geography. 

And many of them have learned facts that 
astound them. They have learned that in an area 
almost equal to the United States and Alaska 
Europe has twenty-six countries and that only 
one of these countries, Russia, is larger than 
Texas; tt nine are larger and seventeen smaller 
than Illinois; that several have less population 
than Cook county. 

If the members of the class have looked up 
the statistics of population they will have found 
that although many of the countries of Europe 
are densely pòpulated, because of their small 
area some of them have about the population of 
Single states in our country. Of the strenuous 
Balkan states which a few years ago humbled 
Turkey only Roumania has more people than 
Illinois. Roumania has about 7,200,000 people, 
Illinois 5,638,591. Bulgaria has about 4,300,000 
people, Greece only 2,600,000, Servia 2,900,000, 
and Montenegro but 250,000. 

Illinois has almost as many people as Sweden, 
Portugal, the Netherlands, or Belgium. It ex- 


ceeds in population Switzerland, Denmark, or 


Norway. Luxembourg has but 259,000 people, 
less than the number on the north side of Chi- 
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cago and only a fourth of the number on the 
west side. A number of wards in Chicago have 
more people than one of the independent coun- 
tries of Europe, Monaco, and the city of Chicago 
has more people than Greece or Norway. Five 
countries the size of Belgium could be put in 
Illinois, almost four the size of Denmark, about 
eight the size of Montenegro, almost four the 
size of Switzerland, and almost five the size of 
the Netherlands. 

Russia is the only country comparable in size 
with the United States and it has a greater area 
than the combined areas of the other twenty-five 
countries. Placed in the United States it would 
occupy all the land west of the Mississippi to the 
Pacific except Missouri, Arkansas, and Texas. 
The British isles would equal in territory New 
England, New York, and two-thirds of New Jer- 
sey. Belgium could be placed in the southwest and 
Holland in the northeast quarters of Pennsylva- 
nia. France covers an area equal to our Atlantic 
states from Pcnnsylvania to South Carolina; 
Switzerland could be contained in the western 
third of Virginia, and Italy would cover haif of 
Alabama and Georgia and all of Florida. Den- 
mark equals little more than the northern 
peninsula of Michigan; Germany equals about 
four states the size of Illinois and Austria-Hun- 
gary is four times as large as Missouri. The six 
Balkan states could be placed in Texas and there 
would be much room _ 


In the Latitude of Canada. 


It must be remembered in making these com- 
parisons that many of the countries of Europe

would not fall within the United States at all if 
they were moved in a direct line across the ocean, 
for the great nations of Europe have developed 
their industries, cities, and great populations not 
in the latitude of the United States so much as 
in the latitude of Canada. To bring the warring 
nations within the area of our country the vari- 
ous cities and countries must be shoved south a 
distance of approximatcly 700 miles. 

If Canada had centered under one government 
the peoples, industries, and resources of Europe 
lying north of the forty-ninth parallel of Europe 
we would not stand today at the head of the 
countries of the western hemisphere with more 
people and greater wealth than all the other 
American countries combifed, but we would be 
only a poor second to dur northern neighbor. 
The lady of the snows would boast of a popula- 
tion of 250,000,000 occupying the greatest indus- 
trial area of the earth; for in Europe north of the 
fotty-ninth parallel we find all of the British isles, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden, nine-tenths of Germany, an equal por- 
tion of Russia, and the northern strip of Austria- 
Hungary and France from Paris to its northern 


boundary. : 
Along the sixtieth parallel we find three great 
national capitals—Christiania with 240,000. 


Stockholm: with 346,000, and Petrograd with 
2,000,000. Moved westward to the American 
continent Christiania would rest on Fort Church- 


ill on the west shore of Hudson bay, Stockholm 


would be in the middle of the bay, and Petrograd 
would lie on the east shore near the northern 
part of the peninsula of Labrador 
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London, The Hague, Brussels, and Berlin sim- 
ilarly transplanted would follow close to the fifty- 
sccond parallel. London would be in Manitoba, 
100 miles north of Winnipeg; The Hague and 
Brussels in the Northwest territory of Canada 
north of the province of Ontario, and Berlin on 


the Albany river, 200 miles north of the north-

west point of Lake Superior. Paris alone would 


be near our boundary line, for it would be situ- 
ated.near the Lake of the Woods on Minnesota’s 


northern boundary.

War Zone on American Soil. 

Today it is estimated that of Europe's 450, 
000,000 population 18,000,000 men are under 
arms. These men are on battlefields scattered 
over a territory less in extent than that of our own 
country. Suppose then Chicago were the center 
of this storm from which men are going out to 
meet the enemy on the north and south, as they 
have from Berlin; suppose Berlin were placed on 
Chicago, what would be the relative positions of 
the armies? 

Paris would be located west and a little north 
of Topcka, Kas. The road from Berlin to Paris, 
therefore, would pass across Illinois, through the 
northern part of Missouri and into Kansas. 
Where the boundary lines of France and Belgium 
touch the occan would be placed north of Lincoln 
and west of Des Moines. From there the French 
boundary line would sweep south and east to a 
point west and a little south of Jefferson City, 
Mo., near the Kansas and Missouri line. This 
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latter point would correspond with the junction 
of the French, Swiss; and German boundary 
lines, 

The middle west, therefore, would be the battle 
ground of the German army of the southwest: 

On the northeast the Russian boundary would 
start at a point east and a little south of Georgian 
bay and north of Lake Erie and extend. in an 
irregular line to a point in North Carolina near 
Raleigh. This latter point corresponds with the 
junction of the boundaries of Roumania, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, and Russia. 

Across the eastern half of the United States 
and well into the southern states the armies of 
the czar and kaiser would be engaged. The Ser- 
vians would be battling along a line extending 
from a point in Georgia about midway between 
Atlanta and Tallahassee, Fla., to a point near the 
Georgia-South Carolina line, south and a little 
west of Columbia. , y 

Considering merely territory a great part of 
the United States would not be affected by these 
battles. Probably only a portion of not more 
than thirteen states would be in the war zone. 


The great west, New England, and much of the 


middle west would be far from the smoke of 
battle. But in this territory all but 2,000,000 of 
the total males of militia age would be engaged. 
In 1910 the total male population of the United 
States between the ages of 18 and 44 years was 


given as 20,473,684. With 18,000,000 men in

Tou're only given an hour, and that includes all the moves you would 
make between the time yon are given your locker key and your final su- 
pervised shower bath. They can tell whether or not you've been in before 
the same day by how clean your face looks, and now they’re even wise to 
the “ repeaters” who were caught rubbing their features with dirt. 

Kids went in swimming at the rate of 225 an hour on the bot days 
last summer, Skin-may. Dut that’s nothing. Why, out at Palmer park, 
where I was director of play the other day, we had enough kids to make 
geventy-five baseball teams. Do you remember what a hard time you had 
getting enough kids together for two baseball nines? The kids at Palmer 
park don't wait to be chosen to pitch or play left field. They sign up.” 
In fact, to tell yeu the truth, Skin-nay, out at Palmer park I found that 
the kids were even cutting out the good old game of baseball that your 
gang used to play.

Well, the Palmer park kids wore trousers that were bloused 
at the knees, their sweaters were monogrammed, and their coats had fancy 
belts and plaits down the back. Instead of giving a fellow a nickname be- 
cause of some peculiarity in his anatomy, they drew their inspiration for 
such purposes from the various degrees of mental efficiency. “ Skin-nay 
and “Stubb and Fatty have given way to Bugbouse and Ivory 
Dome.” There were no bullies. When being a bully means being deprived 
of the park privileges, one ceases to care to be a bully. War? Tony 
Anastasia summed up the extent of interest taken in that affair.

When 
quite a young man he wrote many poems for a journal 
in Moscow. He was an ambitious student and knew 
many languages, so that he was able to translate 
poems from foreign lands into the Russian language, 
and it is said that be made his reputation by his 
remarkable translation of Gray’s “ Elegg Written in a 
Country Churchyard.” He also made many excellent 
translations from the tales of other countries and wrote 
many prose essays. 

When Napoleon led his campaign against Russia 
in 1812 Joukovski, like all the loyal patriots, joined the 
volunteer troops at Moscow aud at this time he also 
helped his country's cause by writing some spirited 
ballads, called The Minstrel in the Russian Camp.”

© one disputes the fact that the 

slender silhouette prevalent for so 

long made every woman look 

young. That is, she looked young 

from her neck to her heels, which 

ls at least three-fourths of the battle. Nor 

is there any more denying that the full 

skirt adds years to the wearer with every 
inch that is added to her bulk. 

There is only one way so far that woman 
has been able to outwit inconsiderate 
fashion this fall, for she was inconsid- 
erate when she ins.ated that skirts should 
grow full and then still fuller, without 
regard for the size of the woman nor the 
number of her years. Skirts were made 
shorter, and in that way the youthful 
note has been kept, to @ certain extent, 
anyway. 

‘Now we have for the most part full 
ekirte and short ones. This applies to 
street and house frocks, and when even- 
ing gowns and dance frocks are concerned 
the same holds true, with the exception 
that in the case of the dance frock much 
is added in the way of fluttering shoulder 
draperies, drift.ng scarves, floating, wav- 
ering tunics. Everywhere is glimpsed the 
“hfe note,“ as the artist would say, the 
catchy, quivering, magnetic effects which 
give the most efiective touches to the 
evening toilet. 

One should go about this new short full 
skirt vogue a bit caut.ously, however. 
It is just as dangerous as it is stylish, 
and so far American women have shied 
off from it in its extremest form. Since 
all signs point to the fact that it is go- 
ing to be much more stylish before it is 
less 80. every woman might just as well 
take a little time off and consider the 
problem. 

In the first place it ie not necessary to 
have the fulineses at the hips. This is too 
hard on the average figure to make it 
really tolerable.

Practice the eye exercise illus- 
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and generally all in one part of a room. 
If rooms were evenly lighted all arounc 
the eye would never feel the glare, but 
when the light is all in one place either 
one eye or the other suffers. 

When you read or sew sit with your 
back toward the light and so that the 
light falls over the left shoulder. If you 
are reading hold your book or paper 
nearly on.a level with gour eyes and at 
a distance of about twelve inches from 
your eyes. When you sew hold the goods 
you are working on at least twelve inches 
from the eyes. Sewing on black goods 
by artificial light should be absolutely 
forbidden. Reading in a recumbent posi- 
tion is a pernicious habit and it is eepe- 
cially injurious when corvalescing from 
an illness or when tired. and reading in 
moving vehicles or trains is injurious to 
all eyes. 

The wearing of vells of any kind is not 
good for the vision, but the thick and 
dotted veils are most dargerous. If you 
insist on wearing a veil, as some women 
always will, let it be a veil with a single 
mesh, in which dots (if dots are insisted 
upon) are eo far apart that none shal’ 
come over the eyes. 

There are some colors that rest the eyes 
to look at. Dark greens and browns are 
most restful. Reds, orange, and light 
greens cause the eyes to smart If gazed at 
for any length of time. 


Staring is a disagreeable eye habit that 
should be discouraged in the beginning. 

It is extremely rude to stare at people 
whether they are strangers or acquaint- 
ances. If people who have the staring 
habit could see themselvés as others see 
thm they would be more careful. It is 
extremely embarrasting to people when 
they find staring eyes fixed upon them. 
It makes them uncomfortable. The stare 
suggests that some article of wearing ap- 
parel is disordered, that the hair or hat is 
tumbling down, or that another more 
serious mishap la their lot. Even people 
who are fond of att-acting special atten- 
tion become fidgety under a stare. 

A person who is in the habit of staring 
at people in the street car, church, or 
other public place, will do the same over 
the dinner table, cards, or a cup of tea. 
Wherever they go they make people un- 
comfortable. Any habit that adversely 
affects others should be avoided. It is 
not only improper to stare at friends, but 
it is also impudent. You should always 
accord the stranger the same contidera - 
tion that you would offer toa friend. The 
stranger of today may be the friend of 
tomorrow. 

There are also other reasons why such 
a practice should be avoided. The stare 
mars the appearance of the whole face. 
The stern, set expression that accom- 
panies it is the enemy of beauty. Notice 
the face of the person who Ie staring

Three yards of satin 
(or silk at $1 a yard for lining aad the 
other dollar for sewing silk, buttons, and 
a pattern will give you a handsome coat 
for $10. Often, too, one can get remnants 


of cloth and lining silk cheaper. 


| Be sure to have your cloth sponged 
and shrunken. This le better done in the 
stores, as ihe luster is not destroyed and 
will not cost you more than 25 or W cents; 


sometimes it is done for 5 cents a yard. 


If you wish to do your own sponging you 


must have a large table, an froning blan- 


ket, and a strip of heavy unbleached 


‘muslin a yard wide and several yards 


long. 


| Put your cloth face down on the blan- 
| ket, which is pinned in place to be with- 


out a wrinkle; Clip the selvedges at in- 
tervals. Wring out the strip of muslin in 
hot water, lay on the material, and press 
with a hot iron several times, then re- 
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move the muslin and press tne goods itself 
until dry. Sponge only a small portion at 
a timeand work carefully. Doubie width 
material should be kept folded the right 
side in while being sponged. Fora heavy 
cloth it may be necessary to turn to the 
other side—of the fold, not inside out— 
and repeat. 

It is well to experiment on a small piece 
of your material, as occasionally it 
changes color or shrinks badiy. This 
should not be the case with an all wool 
grade. 

Hold your pattern to you and note any 
alterations that must be made. If there 


are many you may have bought the 
| wrong size and it is economy to get an- 


other pattern. If rather a novice make 
up the pattern cheaply in an unbleached 
muslin or calico; it can later be used for 
dusters or covering cloths.

This coat buttons tight to the throat 
with a collar that may be turned up or 
ean rool back io form revers. It is fas- 
ten- with two buttoms at the belt and 
two at the top, one belng in the lap of 
the collar, the other in what is the rever 
part when turned back. The one piece 
coat sleeve is set in without fullness, is 
faced at the bottom, and trimmed on the 
outside with a stitched band of the cloth 
trimmed with two buttons on the overiap. 

Only the upper part of the coat is lined, 
the seams of the ekirt being bound with 
binding ribbon or bias foids of the lining. 
The inch or inch and a quarter hem at 
the bottom of the skirt is turned up with 
the raw edge first bound, and is hemmed 
down by hand or can be stitched by ma- 
chine, as preferred. 

As the edges of collar, fronts, skirt of 
coat, both sides of belt, and of the cuff 
band are stitched an inch from the outer 
edge for a finish. 

Buttonholes are worked on the right 
side of the belt, inside the stitching, on 
the right. rever, on the extension tab of 
the collar, and in the two tabs on the 
cuff band. 

The upper Nane the coat measures 
twenty inches from the shoulder seam to 
the top of the belt, aliowing an inch for 
the seam. These two fronts which have 
no darts are cut on the principle of the 
plain tailored shirtwaist. Two tucks 
an inch wide are laid in each front at 
the shoulder seam. They are an inch and 
a half apart, seven inches long, and taper 
to nothing at the bottom. 

The right front overlaps slightly te 
form a diagonal line, the top being slant- 
ed down about three inches from the base 
of the throat to form a slight angle.

Many housekeepers have not yet 
learned that mayonnaise is a simple and 
easy thing to make, if they will go about 
it right, and inexpeneive if they will use 
an American oll. The mayonnaise mak- 
ing outfite are generally clumsy and not 
at all a requirement, A half cup of mayon- 
naise, as one correspondent some time 
since was glad to be convinced, can be 
made easily in five minutes. Unsophis- 
ticated eaters are likely to imagine that 
they do not like the flavor of olive oll, 
and even sophisticated eaters who like 
its flavor will like a mayonnaise made 
with American oil, at about 30 cents a 
quart, as well as one made from an olive 
oll costing three or four times as much. 

The experienced cook varies mayonnaise 
in a score or more of ways by thinning 
or by additions. It is thinned and made 
whiter with cream for fruit salads, with 
chili sauce alone, or with other additions 
for the Thousand Islands dreseing. Years 
ago such mixtures were called Portu- 
gaise. Chopped pickles, capers, olives, 
parsley, chives, and perhaps other things 
are added te it to make the sauce tar- 
tare, and it is varied h. many other ways. 
Lately raspberry has been added to. it 
to make a raepberry mayonnaise. Half 
and half of mayonnaise mixed thoroughly 
and any whipped up jelly, which is good 
with game, is a pleasant thing for a 
change to serve with cold turkey or any 
cold meat. 

Some of the cooked dressings may be 
modified as much as mayonnaise by addi- 
tons, not half of which have been. men- 
tioned. A great many cooking and eat- 
ing writers have written at length of may- 
onnalse, and one of them says: “ May- 
onnaise ie the planet around which nu- 
merous satellites gravitate, the highway 
from which many paths run off.” 


Quick Mayonnaise. 

Put a pinch of salt in a soup late with 
a tablespoon of vinegar (if a vegetarian 
you will use lemon juice instead of vine- 
gar and many not vegetarian prefér it). 
a little while pepper (a mayonnaise in 
which spots of pepper show is not as 
handsome as when they do not), and a 
pinch of mustard, with the yolk of one 


es. Use small egg whisk to blend these. 


then add to them one-haif cup of oil 
kalls directly in the path of the whisk- 
ing all the time. The whole can be poured 
in, after the first, in five minutes if it 
falls drectly in the path of the whisk 
covers. If at the last the mayonnaise 
should split a little, whisk in a tabie- 
spoon of boiling water to blend it. This 
makes the dressing a little whiter and 
smooths it if it has become thick. 

If a larger quantity must be made and 
it must be thinned from time to time while 
beating it, a few drops of cold water may 
generally be preferred to lemon juice 
used for the same purpose. Instead of 
two egg yolks for a cup of oll some peo- 
ple use a whole egg, but it is not quite 
as easy to make a handwome mayonnaise. 
Skill in using the whisk for any purpose 
has a good deal to do with the final ap- 
pearance of the dressing. 


Thousand Islands Dressing (1). 

Plain mayonnaise is not a good dress- 
ing for lettuce, and all the green salads 
related to lettuce, but mayonnaise more 
highly seasoned and thinned with some 
tomato mixture is quite generally Uked. 
The simplest so-called Thousand Islands 
dressing is a mixture of mayonnaise and 
chill sauce, the coarser pleces being 
chopped fine. But if one has not the 
chill sauce some cooked tomato, boiled 
down and sifted, makes a handsome and 
well flavored dressing, or some raw to- 
mato chopped with a bit of onion and per- 
haps some green pepper and dressed with 
salt and vinegar or with a French dreas- 
ing may be added, enough to thin the 
mayonnaise acceptably, and this de- 
pends on how thick the latter is. Mayon- 
nalse keeps well, but at some tempera- 
tures it thickens and in others grows 
thin. In the ordinary icebox it does not 
change much if any. . 


Roquefort Dressing. 

One of the most popular additions to 
French dreseing at present is Roquefort 
cheese. This ig mashed and the dressing 
well worked into it, and then the whole 
may be thinned with cream.

French Dressing. 

The mixture of a little salt, pepper, and 
vinegar with three times the measure of 
oll mixed in a bowl rubbed with garlic 
or not is commonly called French dress- 
ing, but it has other names, according to 
what it is used with. In order to make 
a thick dressing some people put the 
whole in a bottle and shake it, and as it 
keeps well any that is left over can‘be 
used another time. Perhaps a: better 
way to make it is to put a half teaspéon 
of salt and some pepper with the requisite 
amount of vinegar in a shallow bow! and 
then whip the oil into it, just as in mak- 
ing mayonnaise, This will make a thick, 
creamy dressing. which should be used as 
nate as whipped, as it will quickly sepa- 


The French call this dressing both a 
vinaigrette and a marinade. It is called 
a vinaigrette dressing when it is used 
with cold boiled meats, sliced, and al- 
lowed to rest in it until seasoned. It is 
called a marinade when pieces of raw 
meat or fish are dipped in it, or, prefera- 
bly, allowed to lie in it an hour before 
broiling. Nearly all fish steaks are im- 
proved by this treatment, some slices of

Nearly all the cooked salad dressings, 
sometimes called cooked mayonnaise, 
consist of the same ingredients, but in 
different proportions, The following is 
one of the simple and satisfactory ones 
which will keep well: One egg, two table- 
spoons of vinegar, four tablespoons of 
milk, two teaspoons of oll or butter, one- 
half teaspoon of salt, one-half teaspoon 
of mustard, a pinch of pepper. If but- 
ter is used instead of ofl it is put in just 
before taking from the fire. If ol] is used 
mix it thoroughly with the dry ingredi- 
ents, then add the egg, and beat for sev- 
eral minutes, three or four, then beat in 
the vinegar for a minute. Add the milk 
and put the whole in a double boiler, cook- 
ing until thick and stirring all the time. 
It will take nearly ten minutes for it to 
cook. It can be bottled and kept in a 
cool place for a week of more. 


Real Cream Dressing. 

Sweet or sour cream can be used for 
this dressing. Perahps it is made best of 
sweet cream, unless the sour cream has 
just been turned. Whip up the cream 
with an egg beater, and to a cup adda 
tablespoon of vinegar or of lemon juice 
or a little more, if needed. Most people 
will prefer the vinegar, and about twice 
as much is used with sweet as with sour 
cream. A little sugar brings out the fiavor 
and a little salt is added. Other additions 
are made according to taste. Celery salt 
is one of them. It isan excellent dressing

At this time of 
the year, however, at least one is needed 
and both will serve better, making for 
easier starting if the motor has been 
running and more readily turning the 
Taw gasoline into a vapor, proving eco 
nomical in the matter of fuel used and 
providing a better runniag motor, which 
at the same time will keep cleaner. 

If a motor is not provided with a car- 
bureter with hot water jacket then by 
means the hot air intake pipe should 
be attached, connecting the intake pipe 
of the carbureter with the exterior of 
the exhaust pipe. By this means hot air 
will be drawn into.the carbureter and 
this will materially aid in breaking the 
hesvy gasoline into a vapor. With hot 
wate: circulating around the carbureter 
the gasoline is kept fairly warm and 
more ready to volatilize. Even wherea 
carbureter is not made for this attacn- 
ment a metallic fiexible tube may be 
procured and the exhaust pipe end pur- 
chased so that afiybody can rig up a 
makeshift scheme to have the carbureter 
receive a warm charge of initial air,

and fades—dangerous manifesta- 
tions of malignancy to the old astroloseru. 
Aigol le a variagie, and its phases are due 
to a eampanioa, invisible, which eircles 
about u at a comparatively short dy- 
tance, thus partly eclipsing it at shat 
interv ais. 

Algo! may be found in the northeast, 
arising about an hour before Capella. A 
line drawn from the hazy cluster of the 
Pleiades to the W in the constellation 
Cassiopeia will find Algol about half way 
along. This constellation is one of the 
half dozen well defined groups, and the 
„may be recognised to the west of 
the Pleiades, which are unmistakable. 


Ae in the constellation Perseus, 


Algo! ia at teameoasurabie distance. Ite 
parallax cannot be found, and, the-efore, 
{ta distance cannot becomputed. I com- 
panion is about four-fifths of its diameter, 
that of Algol being approximately 1,000,- 
000 miles. The period of revolu-tom is 
nearly three days. During all but about 
nine hours of the period, Algol is at its 
full brilliance as a second magnitude star, 
Then it begins to fade. In four and a half 
hours it diminishes until it is only one- 
fourth as bright as it was. 

For eighteen minutes it remains at this 


low ebb of light. and then waxes, return- 
ing, in appresimately four hours and a 
half, te its original brilliance as a star of 
second magnitude. 

In less than three days the star makes 
thie periodic ehange, and until the dis- 
covery was made that it was being 
eclipsed, it was a heavenly body for the 
astronomers ta view with apprehension. 

That ite variability was periodical was 
not discovered until 1783, and then by an 
English astronomer.
